Makes Recommenda- 


tions to the State 


LITTLE ROCK.—The Arkansas Cor- 


poration Commission will recommend 
to the: governor and the legislature 
that all property in Arkansas be as- 
sessed at "100 per cent of its fair cash 
value" instead of 50 per cent and that 
tax rates be reduced in the same pro- 
portion, members of the commission 
disclosed Friday when the manuscript 
for its biennial report was completed 
and sent to the printer. 


"We are convinced that if property 


in Arkansas were assessed uniformily 
and equitably at its true or market 
value, there would be ample tax mon- 
ey to carry on the schools and vari- 
ous other functions of government 
without the necessity of levying a 
sales tax unless such tax could be col- 
lected in lieu of property taxes," the 
report said. 


After reviewing the laws relating to 


assessment and collection of taxes, the 
commissioners, J, C. Pinninx, chair- 
man; C. P. Newton and W. H. Chil- 
ders, said taxes 
on 
real 
property 


should be adjusted to conform to pres- 
ent economic conditions, through the 
following means: 


Assessment of all property at 100 per 


cent of its fair cash value. 


Reduction of millage tax rate in 


proportion to the full value assess- 
ment. 


Requiring the assessor instead of the 


county clerk to make the tax books, 
thus saving large amounts in fees, 


Greater care in placing description 


i of real sclate on the tax books to avoid 


j faulty delinquent tax sales. 


Improvement in personal property 


assessment to the end that less of it 
may escape discoveiy and assessment. 


Constructive reduction of county 


and city governmental budgets by re- 
organization and co-ordination of ac- 
tivities and services, through elimin- 
ation of unnecessary services, improve- 
ment in administrative procedures, 
and retrenchment in expenditures by 
curtailment of less essential services. 


Limitation and reduction of bonded 


indebtedness and refinancing of bonds 
at lower interest rates. 


Improved and enforcer properly tax 


collections by legislation that will 
make a land tax sale valid in effect 
awl not in theory only.

Stabilization Up to V. S. 


LONDON, Eng.—(fl>)—Until Presi- 


dent Roosevelt lets it be known wheth- 
er he intends to knock any more cop- 
pers off America's 59-cent dollar, 
Great Britain will fight shy of any 
move toward stabilization. That was 
the consensus in financial circles 
day night after Neville Chamberlain, 
chancellor of the Excheuquer, told" 
the C<jm«ip:n''-syiat Britain, under press-, 
ent circuiriitancei can not "riSfrrtstab-l' 
ilization of her currency.
